I. Claims 33-35, drawn to a bacterin comprising antigenic subunits derived from B. 
burgdorferi isolates, classified in class 424, subclass 234.1/93.4 

II. Claim 44-46, drawn to an antigenic subunit vaccine of B. burgdorferi, classified in 
class 514, subclass 2, or class 530, subclass 350. 

4) Inventions I and II are distinct from one another. Invention I is directed to a combination 
vaccine comprising inactivated bacterin plus antigenic subunits derived from B. burgdorferi 
isolates. Invention II is drawn to an antigenic subunit vaccine which does not require the 
presence of an inactivated bacterin. The products are structurally, antigenically and 
immunogenically distinct from one another.
